The stricken one 
either slowly gasps out his life oi 
agonizes until either a merciful bul¬ 
let in the hand of the veterinarian 
ends it all, or, if expedient econom¬ 
ically he is mended up again at the 
hospital, once more to take his place 
amid that hell of shot and. shell. The 
others have been loaded up reaely to 
c!Jd it all over again for their coun¬ 
try, anel little can.we conceive of that 
fright and terror of battle under¬ 
gone for us. * , - -y- 

And what of our debt to the cav¬ 
alry ? I have heard the remark that 
part, but I must contradict.
